2 USDAO OFFICER LIAISING WITH BELGIAN MILITARY PASSED 
FOLLOWING MESSAGE TO EMBASSY AT 1545 BRUSSELS TIME APRIL 
14: BEGIN MESSAGE: BELGIAN PARATROOPERS TRYING TO REACH 
THE MILLE COLLINES HOTEL HAVE NOT/NOT BEEN ABLE TO GET
